ttg e ii|w» t) "the blown, wet face of the 
Sou " 
One day lie met wifb a sin gular ad­ 
venture. which has never been told In 
p rin t, and came n ear p utting a p rem a­ 
ture end to his mortal career. 
At one |M*lut of the coast a vast n atu 
ral arch nearly loo feet in height ts 
formed by a dy ing buttress at right an 
gtcs to the general line of the cliffs, 
which p lants its foot below high w ater 
m ark on the shingle beach. The cen­ 
tral mass of litis buttress fell or was 
eaten away by the waves in p rehts 
ton e age*, leaving a (stinted gothic 
doorway of remarkable sy mmetry and 
mightier than any ever built tty man. 
it is a fatuous landmark of the const 
and is to be seen in countless marine 
p ictures p ainted in the latter half of 
the last century . 
The outer sp ringer or (tier of thi* 
gigantic arch is submerged at flood- 
tide, but when the water recedes it Is 
seen *o be p ierced by a small hole or 
tunnel, also of n atural formation, p ass 
ing clear through the substan ce of thu 
Chalk from one side to the Other. This 
hole is p artly clicked up with ttie dint 
p ebbles of which tiie beach is cotit- 
p osed, but sp ace enough remains for a 
man to crawl through. 
T he p assage is about sixty feet in

Various Alloys, 
In the beginning of man s n cqualit- 
snco with metals only the softer tinea, 
such as cop p er, gold, silver and tin. 
were mined an d worked up Into uten ­ 
sils, weap ons, etc. 
It was early dis­ 
covered that an alloy of cop p er and tin 
p roduced a reasonably hard metal call 
ed bronze, which was suitable for cut­ 
ting in strumen t* and. although not a* 
hard as flint, was easier to work and 
dlil not break. 
Then began the bronze 
age of history . 
An alloy is a comp ound of two or 
more metals. 
Alloy s generally p osses* 
p rop erties vastly different from the 
p aren t metals. 
For instance, gold is 
the iimst ductile of all metals. 
It may 
tie draw n into the finest wire or beaten 
into a tran sp aren t film finer than the 
thinnest tissue, and y et mix tiio small 
est quan tity of antimony with gold mid 
it is not ductile at all. Cop p er and tin 
mixed together p roduce an nlloy with 
a higher *|*eclttc gravity than either of 
Its constituents, and the same weight 
will occup y loss bulk. 
Cop jier and a n ­ 
timony p roduce a benutiful violet blue 
alloy. 
By mixing together eight p arts by 
weight of bismuth, five p arts of lead 
and throe p arts of grain tin an alloy is 
p roduced which will melt at so low a 
temp erature that a sp oon m adC'of it 
will melt when It is Immersed in hot 
tea. and y et the molting i>oltit of each 
of Its comp onents is at least twice that 
of ladling water.

make* iron almost indifferent to niag 
net ism, while a Idt of tun gsten will in 
crease Its magnetic (lowers. 
Cop jier i* 
a good conductor of electricity , but if 
a lit lo arsen ic be mixed with it it be 
conies almost a nonconductor. 
A little 
tun gsten makes steel very much hard 
er. 
Lead and antimony are used for 
making ty(H) metal because the alloy 
ha* the p eculiar p rop erty of exp an din g 
hh it cools.—New York World.

town lay Uke a black and white cheek 
erboard a t our feat. 
Twenty miles away, across a valley 
still green with the rains **f summer, 
rose a conical mountain, almost soli 
tory, Even by night it looked sinister; 
by day it was terrible, with its barren, 
lava coated sides, its gas exuding cone 
shunned even by th*' vultures which 
haunted mountain and plain. 
It was 
the volcano of Colima, the “Old Faith­ 
ful” of craters, wldeli explodes regu­ 
larly once a year—and it was almost 
due for an exhibition. 
“Ile should begin soon.” droned lh*' 
hotel keeper. "Maybe today, maybe to­ 
morrow. maybe not for a week, bur it 
Is the middle of September, and it is 
his time.” 
The old man had scarcely finished 
when a bubble, black as night, crowd­ 
ed itself out of the broken end of tin* 
mountain, w hich we knew was a pot of 
molten stone, twenty railes awny.

What, For Instance, Guides the Vine In 
Finding Its Support/ 
A plant that actually goo# insert 
hunting is among the latest of the sci­ 
entific discoveries.

Its loaves, covered with ten 
ta cl es, clos# in upon a fly the moment 
it touche# I hem ami slowly strangle it.

to lay boid and destroy, thus demon­ 
strating the possession of some sort of 
sense or instinct with which plant# are 
not usuail.t supposed to be endowed 
Something * * t the sumo sort is muni 
rested in that plant parasite, the doh 
der. 
It germinates from see*I, sending 
out a I Ilia, threadlike growth, which 
winds in and out among the gras# 
stocks until it finally approaches its 
natural victim.

with surprising rapidity.

The bottom of this tank is 
perforated with holes, and there is a 
slide underneath it, also perforated 
This slide is pulled from side to side. 
and every time two holes come oppo­ 
site each other a small quantity of 
molten lend falls through. 
As these 


drolls fail through the air they assum e 
a globular shape, and if the tower is 
of sufficient length they solidify before 
reaching the bottom. 
Here they fall 


Into a tank of cold water and are cool 
ed. 
When the shot has to be small the 


slide is worked
